Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1 . Rejection of claim lunder 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, and 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, is withdrawn in light of the amendments and arguments presented in paper number 8 
filed 02/08/02. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. Claims 1-22 remain rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Kose Corp 
(JP 5-25027). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. Claims 1-22 remain rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Kose 
Corp (JP 5-25027) or Styczynski et al. (US 5,958,946). 

4. Applicant's arguments filed 02/08/02 have been fiilly considered but they are not 
persuasive. Method of using the composition per se being claimed is not in a particular area. 
The claims have been shown to be anticipated and obvious in view of the ability of the prior art 
teachings of a hair growth inhibitor.
